17 persons participated in the con- 
spiracy to “milk” 893 barrels of 
whisky at the Daniel warehouse at 
3960 Duncan avenue, St. Louis, the 
Federal grand jury, meeting here 
in special sesejon, is expected to 
return a true bill tomorrow or Fri- 
day naming others as participants 
in the conspiracy to dispose of the 
contraband liquor. 

The grand jury was called into

7 session yesterday after a long re- 


cess to hear the testimony of a 
dozen or more witnesses, including 
the notorious George Remus, mil- 
lionaire Cincinnati bootlegger. The 
inquiry continued today and per- 
haps will occupy part of tomorrow. 


Politicians Reported Involved. 

According to report, the test!- 
mony of Remus and others impli- 
cates in the whisky running con- 
spiracy six prominent St, Louis pol- 
iticlans, whose names lon have 
been circulated ‘‘on the ifside” in 
St. Louis. 

The appearance of the wealthy 
bootlegger served to bear out the 
prophetic story published in the 
Post-Dispatch Sept. 14 last, when 
Remus was in St. Louis to answer 
on the first Jack Daniel indict- 
ment. It was stated at that time 
that he had made a full statement 
of his knowledge of the conspiracy 
to Department of Justice officials 
at Washington and involved proml- 
nent politicians in the plot. 

As further confirmation that Re- 
mus has actually told what he 
knows to Washington officials, the 
investigation here is not being di- 
rected by the local United States 
Attorney's office, but. by Special 
Assistant Attorney-General Mar- 
shall of Washington. 

Remus was before the grand jury 
for three hours” yesterday after- 
noon. Emerging from the room 
the former Atlanta convict declared 
that he had told the grand jury 
nothing and only smiled when he 
was asked why it had taken him 
three hours to say it. He comes 
before the grand jury again today. 


¢ Purchase of Stock. 

Another witness before the inves- 
tigating body was E. H. Meninger, 
former lieutenant of Remus, and 
said to be one of the officers in the 
company which owned the stock in 
the Jack Daniel warehocfise. Men- 
inger is believed to have related 
how the syndicate got control of 
the whisky stock for $125,000. It 
was valued at bootleg prices at 
about $1,800,000. 

Other witnesses heard yesterday 
included two watchmen employed 
at the Daniel warehouse, — several 
Federal special agents and three 
former prohibition agents who as- 
sisted in the early investigation of 
the whisky plot. 

The details o fmoney transfers 
in connection with the sale of the 
warehouse stock were told the 
jury yesterday by George Ww. Wil 
son. vice preaident of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. of St. Louls and W 
T.. Rehfeld. assistant cashier of the 
National Bank of Commerce of St.

All recerds for low tempera- 
tures in October may be shattered 
again tonight, for the weather 
bureau predicts a drop to 20 de- 

ees before morning. 

he cold wave moved toward 
Missouri with phenomenal swWift- 
néss, a special forecast late yester- 
day warning of the temperature 
drop when Weather Bureau obser- 
vations revealed that the cold area, 
over Montana and North Dakota 
yesterday, was traveling with in- 
credible speed in a southeasterly 
direction. In its wake it left rec- 
ord low temperatifes and snow. 
While snow is unusual in St. Louis 
this early in the autumn, it has 
fallen here in October of previous 
years, the last time just five years 
ago today, when about the same 
amount fell as last night.

WATER DEPARTMENT COSTS. 
CUT $62,185 FOR SIX MONTHS 


Saving Due to Good Management, 
Not to Laying Off of Men, 
Director Says. 

A decrease of $62,185.48 in the 
operating cost of the water depart- 
ment was made for the six-month 
period- ending Sept. 30, according 
to a report made yesterday by Di- 
rector of Publié Utilities Wall. The 
cost of operation for this year was 
$1,029,588.07, as compared to $1,- 
091,773.55 for the corresponging 
period last year. 

Wall attributes the decrease to 
increased efficiency of the depart- 
ment, and a reduction in the wages 
of laborers for laying water pipe 
from 75 cents to 55 cents an hour, 
affecting about 40 men. During 
this period the water department 
laid 12 miles of pipe and pumped, 
purified and distributed more wa- 
ter than last year. Wall said the 
decrease in expenses in the water 
department was not due to the lay- 
ing off of men, but to good man-
